Applicants amendment of claims 62-65, in the paper of 10/2/2006, is 
acknowledged. Claims 62-65 are still at issue and are present for examination. 

The current office action is non-final action on the basis that claim 62 was 

previously mistakenly left out of the opening paragraph of the previous rejection based 

on double patenting, even though the previous rejection ended with the statement: 

Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because claims 1 and 10-12 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,291,222 B1 drawn to a nucleic acid that encodes SEQ ID NO: 54 or a fragment 
thereof, and host cells and viruses comprising said nucleic acid, anticipates 
claims 60-65 of instant application.

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Long!, 759 F.2d 887, 225

Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct 
from each other because claims 1 and 10-12 of U.S. Patent No. 6,291,222 81 drawn to 
a nucleic acid that encodes SEQ ID NO: 54 or a fragment thereof, and host cells and 
viruses comprising said nucleic acid, anticipates claims 60-65 of instant application.
